THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  ART 


"The  trout  enjoys  the  river,  the  whale  enjoys  the  sea  and  dogs  love 
most  an  old  lamp  post  but  you're  my  cup  of  tea,"  as  the  late  W.H. 
Auden  so  succinctly  put  it,  and  the  people  of  this  city  obviously  love 
the  San  Francisco  Art  Festival  because  half  a  million  of  them  have 
been  coming  to  the  Civic  Center  for  29  years  now.  And  every  year, 
with  much  hammering  and  sweating  and  groaning  and  struggling,  it 
gets  put  up  on  the  grass,  in  spite  of  shortages  of  materials  and  labor 
and  funds  and  despite  the  negative  reports  of  some  local  art  critics. 
And  every  year  the  artists  come  with  their  work  and  the  people  come 
to  see  it,  people  who  would  never  go  to  museums.  To  prove  that,  just 
walk  the  two  blocks  from  the  crowded,  noisy,  lively,  honky,  energetic 
carnival  of  creativity  filling  the  Civic  Center  Plaza  to  the  empty,  silent, 
dignified,  effete  museum  down  the  street.  The  contrast  is  amazing. 
Both  places  are  provided  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  but  most  of  them  are  at  the  Art  Festival  because  that's 
where  the  action  is.  It  really  is  a  festival;  it  has  that  kind  of  excitement 
and  life  to  it. 

Louis  Siegriest  is  the  winner  of  this  year's  honor  Award  Exhibition 
given  by  the  Art  Commission  to  distinguished  Bay  Area  artists  and 
showing  at  the  Capricorn  Asunder  gallery  on  Grove  Street  along  with 
the  Festival.  Siegriest,  who  was  born  in  Oakland,  has,  over  the  years, 
produced  a  major  body  of  work,  fine,  sensitive  paintings  which  reflect 
in  a  subtle  way  the  landscape  of  the  mountains  and  deserts  of 
California  and  the  deep  emotional  response  of  an  alert  and  sensual 
artist  to  that  beauty. 

Over  the  past  29  years  the  Art  Festivals  have  served  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  in  several  ways.  They  have  given  them  pleasant  days

of  entertainment  every  year  with  paintings,  sculpture,  and 
photographs  to  look  at,  music  to  listen  to,  dancers  to  watch,  crafts  to 
admire  (to  buy  and  take  home),  an  agreeable  place  to  sit  in  the  sun, 
and  even,  in  the  fountain  pool,  water  to  cool  off  with  on  the  hot 
afternoons  of  September.  But  most  importantly  the  Festivals  have 
given  the  people  of  this  city  an  opportunity,  not  provided  by  any  other 
part  of  the  art  world,  to  see  what  the  artists  who  live  here  have  been 
up  to,  not  just  the  establishment  artists  but  the  working  artists  of  the 
area.  The  shows  have  honestly  reflected  the  trends  and 
developments  of  Bay  Area  art  over  these  years  — through  the 
beginnings  of  abstract  expressionism,  the  "return"  to  figure  painting, 
funk  art,  geometric  abstraction,  local  variations  of  op  and  pop.  West 
Coast  dada,  acid  surrealism,  photo  realism,  and  all  the  other  shoots, 
roots  and  branches  of  the  art  tree  —  the  whole  cultural  smorgasbord 
has  been  laid  out  for  the  people  to  see.  The  Festivals  have  also 
provided  permanent  art  for  the  buildings  in  the  City  in  the  purchases 
the  Art  Commission  has  made  through  the  award  juries.  The  crafts 
people  have  profited  by  good  sales  most  years,  the  artists  have  sold 
some  of  their  work  and  better  yet,  have  had  a  chance  to  show  it  to  the 
people  and  get  some  response.  And  the  people  obviously  enjoy  the 
Festival,  they  turn  out  in  mobs  every  year,  agreeing  with  Wystan 
Hugh  Auden  that,  "Some  have  sagging  waistlines,  and  some  a 
bulbous  nose,  and  some  a  floating  kidney  and  some  have  hammer 
toes.  Some  have  tennis  elbow,  and  some  have  housemaid's  knee 
and  some  I  know  have  got  BO  but  you're  my  cup  of  tea."
